FIRE  WARDEN 

The   1941    fire  season  was  the  worst  on  record  in  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire.     Mure  fires  occurred,  n 
was  burned  over,  greater  damage  was  dene  to  our  \\ 
lands,  higher  losses  were  sustained  in  other  real  property 
burned  and  the  cost  of  suppressing  fires  was  greater. 

There  will,  perhaps  never  be  more  ideal  condition-  for 
Eire  than  existed  in  1941.  A  scarcity  of  rain  left  the  foi 
in  a  highly  inflammable  condition.  The  accompanying  high 
winds  spread   fires  with  almost   lightning  rapidity  through 

the  parched  forest  lands.  These  conditions,  coupled  with  hu- 
man carelessness,  made  l'Ml  outstanding  in  the  state's 
forest  fire  record. 

\-  we  approach  the  1942  Eire  season,  we  wonder  just 
what  may  he  in  store  for  Us.  The  woodlands  are  in  as 
critical  condition  as  they  wen'  last  year,  if  not  more  so. 
Blown  down  trees  still  clutter  sizeable  acreages  of  our  wood- 
land areas;  the  increased  tempo  in  lumbering  operations  due 
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to  war  demands  arc  each  daw  adding  to  the  fire  hazard  an 
ever  increasing  number  of  acres  of  slash  land;  and  we  face 
the  coming  fire  season  with  greatly  reduced  personnel, 
due  to  the  shifting  of  men  from  our  small  communities 
into  the  armed  forces  of  the  country  and  into  defense  indus- 
tries. If,  however,  everyone  will  he  careful,  if  they  will  fol- 
low the  rules  and  regulations  laid  down  for  the  use  of  fire 
in  and  around  woodlands,  much  of  our  difficulties  will  be 
eliminated — our  finest  kept  few  in  number  with  a  conse- 
quent saving  of  expense  to  town  and  State. 

There  are  so  many  possibilities  for  trouble  this  year 
it  will  require  the  whole  hearted  and  patriotic  cooperation  of 
everyone  concerned  if  we  are  to  avoid  serious  difficulties. 
Persons  hostile  to  the  best  interests  of  our  country  and  sub- 
normal individuals  affected  by  the  excitement  of  the  times 
may  easily  cause  tremendous  confusion  and  disruption  of 
local  activities  by  deliberately  starting  fires  in  our  wood- 
lands. Suspicious  circumstances  connected  with  every  fire 
should  be  made  known  to  the  proper  authorities.  Wardens 
and  Deputies  are  being  instructed  this  year  to  investigate  all 
fires  carefully.  Parties  at  fault  will  be  held  strictly  respons- 
ible. With  our  forces  weakened,  it  becomes  more  necessary 
for  even-one  to  comply  with  regulations  which  have  been 
set  up  to  govern  the  use  of  fire  in  our  woodlands.  These  are 
briefly  as  follows : 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  war- 
den to  burn  brush  or  other  debris  in  or  near  wood- 
lands, or  where  fire  may  be  communicated  to  such 
lands,  once  the  snow  has  left  the  ground.  Violation 
of  this  requirement  makes  the  responsible  party 
liable 

a.     To  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $500.00  or  imprison- 
ment of  not  more  than  one  year  or  both. 
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1).  To  the  town  for  expenses  incurred  l>v  the 
warden  in  attending  or  extinguishing  such 
fire. 

c.  For  damage  to  abutting  owners  if  fire  runs 
upon  abutters'  property. 

2.  DON'T  drop  or  throw  from  any  vehicle  while  same 
is  upon  a  public  highway  or  private  way  and 

I)'  ).\" T  drop,  throw  or  otherwise  deposit  on  <>r  near 
woodlands  any  lighted  match,  cigar,  cigarette,  live 
ashes  or  any  other  substance  liable  to  cause  a  fire. 
Violation  of  these  prohibitions  penalizes  whoever 
is  found  guilty  with  a  fine  of  not  more  th.

2.  Newspapers    and    other    waste    papers    are    being 
saved  for  sale  to  junk  dealers. 

3.  Tin  cans  and  metal  scraps  are  being  collected. 

4.  Defense  stamps  and  bonds  are  being  purchased. 

5.  Life-preservation   squads   are   being  trained. 

6.  Morale  squads  are  being  organized. 


REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  WORK 

To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board, 
and  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  last  year  there  were  reported  21  cases  of 
whooping  cough,  2  cases  of  mumps,  one  case  of  measles, 
7  cases  of  head  lice  and  numerous  colds.  This  year  there 
have  been  about  30  cases  of  chicken  pox.  Fortunately  none 
were  serious  and  the  general  health  remains  good. 

In  school  clinics  12  children  were  taken  in  for  fitting 
or  rechecking  of  glasses,  leaving  only  two  who  were  unable 
to  get  needed  glasses.  Six  were  operated  upon  for  tonsils 
and  adenoids  in  clinics  and  one  was  done  privately.  There 
were  no  dental  clinics  since  the  clinic  started  at  Gilman- 
ton  Corner  a  year  ago  was  discontinued  through  lack  of 
financial  support. 

The  record  of  physical  defects  found  among  Gilmanton 
pupils  is  worse.  Fewer  defects  are  corrected  and  fewer  of 
the  pupils  are  without  defects — only  12%  this  year.  The  Gil- 
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manton  figures  arc  a  little  worst  in  this  respect  than  those 
shocking  the  army  recruiting  officials  and  the  national 
health  authorities.  It  is  plain  to  see  that  these  defects  left  un- 
corrected among  school  pupils  later  hecome  the  same  de- 
fects hampering  the  hoys  trying  to  get  into  service.  "\Ye 
must  begin  with  our  own  children  now  in  our  own  towns 
to  get  at  the  base  of  this  problem. 

Most  health  authorities  connect  th  especially 

the  vision  and  dental   defects,   with   ou  rating  habits 

and  badly  balanced  dies.  New  Hampshire  people  can,  for 
the  most  part,  get  adequate  food,  but  so  few  like  the  foods 
that  art'  besl  for  them.  People  eat  what  the}'  like  best,  rather 
than    the   most   healthful   varieties   of    foods,    regardless   of 
how  the  diets  are  balanced.   Many  of  our  adult   food  habits 
are  already  established  and  are  hard  to  change.  But  a  very 
young  chi  d  can  be  taught  to  like  to  eat  a  variety  of  \ 
fables,  both  raw  and  cooked,  fruits,  whole  grain  cereals,  dark 
bread,  and  milk.   Lei   us   remember  that  children  are  great 
imitators  and  like  to  copy  adult  preferences  and  prejud 
For  their  sakes  as  well  as  for  our  own  health,  let  us  set  them 
a   good    example    in    learning    to    like    wh 
eat. 

Aside  from  preventing  these  defects,  anything 

which  can  be  done  to  correct  more  of  them?  \  dental  clinic 
for  all  pupils  is  much  needed  hut  there  is  no  r.   No 

funds  are  available  yet  fi  r  th  unwilling  to  pay 

for  their  dental  work.
